Washington, Rcpt. I".—The imme­ 
diate future of the submarine contro­ 
versy between the United States and 
Germany is now largely in the hands 
of Berlin. 
With full appreciation of this fact, 
but still most hopeful that Germany 
will be willing to make the conces­ 
sions necessary to carry the situation 
over its present most difficult stage, 
tile administration 
entered 
upon 
a 
period of waiting. 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, is tile chief instrument 
through which it is hoped here thut a 
more satisfactory attitude of the Ger­ 
man government toward the Arabic 
ease will lie obtained. 
It is expected that at least a week 
or ten days will elapse before the out­ 
come of his efforts can 
be known 
lu re. 
Ambassador Bernstorff is plan­ 
ning to leave Washington for the sum­ 
mer embassy at Cedarhurst, L. I. 
It 
is quite probable that Secretary of 
State Lansing also will arrange to get 
away for a few days of rest In the 
interim. 
Should Germany fail to satisfy tho 
American demand for disavowal indi­ 
cations were that the Washington gov 
eminent would follow its original pur­ 
pose to sever diplomatic relations. 


Hopes for Amicable Solution. 


The German ambassador was never 
more hopeful of an amicable solution 
of the submarine controversy being 
reached than he is now. 
While officials of the administration 
do not, for obvious reasons, publicly 
echo tho ambassador's radiant opti­ 
mism, it is known that they feel also 
that the situation is far from being 
hopeless. 
It was noted with satisfaction here 
that Ambassador Gerard had a talk 
with 
the Berlin 
foreign office, 
ap­ 
parently similar in its purposes to the 
conference 
between 
S e c r e t a r y 
l a n ­ 
sing and Ambassador Bernstorff here. 
Tills gave rise to the 
b e l i e f that 
the German government shares the 
desire of its representative here to 
find a way in which the two govern­ 
ments can be brought into complete 
accord. 
As has been stated in these dis­ 
patches the immediate difficulty pre­ 
venting the governments reaching an 
understanding is the German note on 
tile Arabic case. 
Tile United States 
finds it impossible to accept this note 
as satisfactory, because in it Germany I 4 
refuses to accept liability for tile act. 
in this case the mistake, of its sub­ 
marine commander. 
This strikes at 
Ute very fundamentals of the United 
States position. 
In its very first note to Germany on 
the submarine issue, that of Feb. IO, 
it declared that it would hold the Ger­ 
man government "to strict account­ 
ability'’ for the acts of its naval com­

Great Britain may become a protectionist country as the re­ 
sult of measures to be taken by the session of parliament that 
opens today for the purpose of paying for the war. 
The Brit­ 
ish government Intends to establish a precedent among the bel­ 
ligerent nations by m aking a serious effort to noel war expenses 
by taxation Instead of loans, and it is probable that new customs 
duties will be assessed which later will become a permanent part 
of the British financial system. 
To the present the warring countries have been fearful of im­ 
posing taxes to pay the cost of t 
conflict. 
It has been believed 
a revolt would follow any effort, to add taxes to the other sacri­ 
fices which the war demands. 
T h e German minister of finance re­ 
cently announced, as apparently the 
fixed 
policy of Germany, 
that th** war would be continue *1 on borrowed money. 
H ithe rto Great Britain has also paid for the war with loans. 
The British nation has critlzed th** governm ent’s financial policy, 
and with foresight very unusual In any country has demanded 
that the governm ent impose new* and h e a v y taxes In order that 
posterity shall not Im* crushingly burdened with war debts. 
It Is reported the governm ent in ten d s to take the nation at Its 
word to the extent of raising $500,000,000 by new war taxes. 
New sources of revenue must be tapped to add so large a sum 
to the normal expenses of the governm ent. 
The most fruitful of 
all is customs duties. 
It is probable that under th** pressing necessity of raising mon 
ey by all possible devices the free traders will have to give way. 
W hether thy United Kingdom then will become a fullfledged pro­ 
tectionist country will depend on how the new duties are dis­ 
tributed.
